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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 15 and 16 are objected to because of the following informalities: "sent" 
should be "stent". Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1-17, 19-34, 36-39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Dereume et al. (5,639,278). 

Dereume et al. disclose a stent-graft (figs. 22-27) including: 

A trunk (101) having a seam (126) forming an internal septum and two interior 

lumens (figs. 26 and 27); Fig. 25 shows the first interior lumen extending from 

member (109) through member (108) being longer than the second interior 

lumen extending from member (1 1 3) through member (1 1 5); 

A lumen extension component (115); 

Fastening element (106);

Support scaffolding/self-expanding supportive components (cols. 6-10) being 
self-expanding stent rings; 

Dereume et al. also disclose a method for deploying the stent-graft to a target 
site including the steps as claimed (see figures 18-25). 

The introductory statement of intended use and all other functional statements 
have been carefully considered but are deemed not to impose any structural limitations 
on the claims distinguishable over the Dereume et al.'s device which is capable of being 
used as claimed if one desires to do so. 

4. Claims 1-39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Ryan et 
al. (6,576,009). Ryan et al. disclose a prosthesis including a trunk having a line/seam 
forming by a continuous weaving (col. 10, line 10-22), two interior lumen, a lumen 
extension, a fastening element (62) and support scaffolding/self-expanding stent rings 
as claimed. Ryan et al. also disclose the method including the steps as claimed (Figs. 
9-9C)
